During t h e

mild outbreaks of scarlet fever, 
measles and diphtheria, while in 
some communities an unusual num- 
ber of cases of "typhoid fever was 
reported. But, as a whole, the 
health of the nation has been com- 
paratively pood. 


Periodic Examinations 


In what I have said I do not mean, 


of course, that acute infectious dis- 
eases have disappeared, or that the 
dangers of childhood and adult life 
have been removed. We have not 
yet reached this ideal state of af- 
fairs, but things are getting bet- 
ter. 


There are infectious diseases, 


nevertheless, that continue to take 
a heavy toll of innocent young lives, 
and these tragedies are particularly 
disturbing because many of them 
might have been prevented. 


We are indebted to and should 


make greater use of the brilliant 
work of scientists and medical re- 
search men who have discovered 
cores for and means of prevention 
of certain diseases. 
I refer par- 


ticularly to such ailments as diph- 
theria, scarlet fever, smallpox and 
typhoid* fever. 


Unfortunately, 
many mothers 


worry over the health of their.chil- 
dren but do not take advantage of 
the protection, that is available. 
Much has been accomplished iqjthe 
prevention and treatment of-certain 
d'aease of childhood, but these dis- 
eases can be prevented only when 
the mother reports to the doctor. 
She must go with her children peri- 
odically for health examinations. 


Value of Vaccination 


I cannot overemphasize the im- 


portance of vaccination against 
smallpox and inoculation against 
diphtheria. In communities where 
scarlet fever is particularly preva- 
lent, protection and prevention can 
be promoted by the administration 
of scarlet fever antitoxin. 


All medical men are familiar with 


the value and importance of recent 
advances made in medicine. You 
readers should al] take advantage 
of their knowledge and protect your 
households from all diseases that 
are preventable. You may have the 
consolation, too, of knowing that in- 
tensive studies are being made to 
master other infectious diseases, 
particularly pnetimonia. 


Take stock of your health and the 


health of your family. Precautions 
should be taken before 
illness 


knocks at your door. Health is of 
paramount importance. If you have 
health guard it and protect yourself 
against its destruction by infection 
and disease.

But the adage held true, for 
since then car loadings have been

Incomes of the 70 leading rail­ 
roads were off nearly 50 per cent 
in the last 12 months and car load­ 
ings were about half of those for 
1929.

tinued to move 'upward. The Penn­ 
sylvania System’s increase of 2400 
cars in a single week is indicative 
of the general trend.

In what I have said I do not mean, 
of course, that acute infectious dis­ 
eases have disappeared, or that the 
dangers of childhood and adult life 
have been removed. 
We have not 
yet reached this ideal state of af­ 
fairs, but things are getting bet­ 
ter. 
There are 
infectious 
diseases, 
nevertheless, that continue to take 
a heavy toll of innocent young lives, 
and these tragedies are particularly 
disturbing because many of them 
might have been prevented. 
We are indebted to and should 


make greater use of the brilliant 
work of scientists and medical re­ 
search men who have discovered 
cures for and means of prevention 
of certain diseases. 
I refer par­ 
ticularly to such ailments as diph­ 
theria, scarlet fever, smallpox and 
typhoid fever. 
Unfortunately, 
many 
mothers 
worry over the health of their chil­ 
dren but do not take advantage of 
the protection that is available. 
Much has been accomplished in the 
prevention and treatment of certain 
d’sease of childhood, but these dis­ 
eases can be prevented only when 
the mother reports to the doctor. 
She must go with her children peri­ 
odically for health examinations. 
V a lu e o f V a c c in a tio n 
I cannot overemphasize the im­ 
portance 
of 
vaccination 
against 
smallpox and inoculation against 
diphtheria. 
In communities where 
scarlet fever is particularly preva­ 
lent, protection and prevention can 
be promoted by the administration 
of scarlet fever antitoxin. 
All medical men are familiar with 
the value and importance of recent 
advances made in medicine. 
You 
readers should aR take advantage 
of their knowledge and protect your 
households from all diseases that 
are preventable. You may have the 
consolation, too, of knowing that in­ 
tensive studies are being made to 
master other infectious diseases, 
particularly pneumonia. 
Take stock of your health and the 
health of your family. Precautions
